Joy, the 
speaker declared, is 
the 
biggest feature of that comradeship. 
Love for one another has been devel­ 
oped by this close bond, so that mem­ 
bers of this Post visit each other when 
they are sick and help to carry their 
burdens. 
This feeling 
of comrade­ 
ship, or loving thy neighbor as thy­ 
self, has developed beyond the confines 
of this order, until it has reached that 
former enemy of the battlefield.
